Frank E. Fox, producer and distri- 
butor of GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk in 
Waukesha, Wis., is now selling 1,200 
quarts per day and receiving a pre- 
mium for it. In 1921 he took his Ford 
touring car and 24 quarts of Guernsey 
milk and called on a few people. At 
that time milk was selling bor nine 
cents a quart, but Mr. Fox charged 
12%¢. His business has grown slowly, 
surely and solidly. He 1s now selling 
Guernsey milk for 15 cents a quart. 


A year ago the first abortion-free 
sale was held. All animals advertised 
and consigned had passed negative 
tests to contagious abortion. This was 
the Coventry - Dunwalke - Florham- 
Rockingham Sale. This year the sale 
will continue on the same basis. In 
the South, however, the South Caro- 
lina State Sale, held under the auspices 
of the state association, has received 
nothing but blood tested animals for 
the past five years. The first county to 
adopt the negative test as part of theit 
sale program is Chester County, Pa. 
They are holding their first abortion- 
free sale this year. Ohio breeders pass- 
ed a resolution that after June, 1930, 
only animals negative to the test will 
be accepted to their sale.

flow of the product she supplies 

Some years bac k this lushness ave 
stumulus to the idea that June should 
be dedicated to the proposition that it 
is Dairy Month. Laudable and some- 
what effective is about all that can be 
credited to the performance so far 
But, the past 15 or 20 years, we and 
others have repeatedly called attention 
to the fact that instead of one month, 
all months should be dedicated to 
dairying, not by segments of the in 
dustry nor by units within each seg 
ment, but by all from pail to retail 

The June or two-month checkott ts 
laudable. The American Dairy As- 
sociation (Cooperating promouon and 
research group) has certainly been ef- 
fective, * pitifully supplied with 
funds. To satisfy each product, their 
funds must be so distributed that only 
an occasional service can be rendered 
to each product. Their research funds 
are meager and getting less attention 
rather than more. However, the very 
joyful news reaches us that some of the 
states are now permitting a year ‘round 
checkoft. That year ‘round checkoft 
will be the pay-off if we could just get 
started immediately on such a program 
in all the states 

It is the producer who wall be best 
served. It is the producer who needs 


ree 7 


consumption of dairy products more 
than any other segment of the indus- 
try 

Market milk and cream are the two 
dairy products that have the greatest 
influence on the profitable operation 
of dairy farms. The more demand 
there 1s for these two the better chance 
the producer has of getting both a 
better price and better utilization. In 
1951, 47.7 per cent of the dairy pro- 
ducts were used as milk and cream 
This 1s less than it was in 1950. 

If producers would volunteer five 
cents per hundred pounds for all year 
and every year, the money would buy 
as much space in magazines and time 
on radio and television as any industry 
is buying today. It would provide, in 
addition, so much more money for re 
search in nutrition than is at present 
available that it would take an appreci- 
able length of ume to intelligently 
organize for its use 

What forces one to blush for his in- 
dustry was illustrated a tew weeks ago 
by the five-year-old son of a minister 
in our town. A group of ladies met at 
the Parsonage to plan a church event 
As they were deliberating over their 
tea and cakes, the youngster came 
marching through the room, singing 
as he marched, “What'll you have? 
Pabst Blue Ribbon,” etc. One can 
laugh at it, but one can't laugh it off. It 
was no more embarrassing to the 
minister's good wife than it should be 
to we dairymen 

Less than $50,000 per year is being 
spent by the U. S. D. A. Dairy Bureau 
on dairy products nutrition research, 
but nearly $74,000 per year is being 
spent on crossbreeding, under the guise 
of helping small dairymen. The former 
is of great value to the producers, the 
latter of great harm and harassment 

That poruon of America’s milk 
supply that can be available for fluid 
consumptuon should have paramount 
attention. The surpluses and remote 
area supply will always be cared for 
because it finds the level of the avail- 
able consumer dollar at a fair profit to 
the handler. The merchandizing of the 
by-products of fluid milk has had a 
better presentation to the public only 
because it apparently has provided a 
wider spread for profit

Some large milk companies are mov- 
ing away from the retail milk phase to 
the by-products. The factors causing 
this are not at the door of the producer 
nor distributor specifically, but could 
be controlled partially if the consumer 
knew the complete nutritional story of 
dairy products in the diet 

A gradually diminishing plane of 
both Federal support and control, we 
are convinced, will occur, and right- 
fully so. Butter prices reaching com- 
petitive levels will eventually be a good 
thing for the industry. 

We in American dairying have ma 
tured sufficiently to warrant our attack 
ing the problem with some determina 
uon. There are markets for certain of 
the dairy products that need expansion 
outside the United States 


We do not believe that the American 
farmer has lost his acumen to recognize 
opportunity in his behalf when given 
facts on which to base his actions 
When farm labor became scarce, he 
moved into laborsaving equipment 
This resulted in his using two and a half 
million less laborers last year than he 
did 30 years ago. When horses were 
not power enough per man, he got 
more power per man with machines, 
and in this item alone he has moved 
from 27.8 horsepower per man in 1940 
to over 45 horsepower per man at 
present. 


Dairymen are as apt at grasping 
these trends as any other farmer. They 
are moving toward more milk produc 
tion per man-hour at a rate which can 
more than keep pace with the added 
two and a half million yearly increase 


in population. If the market can be 
developed to recognize the value in 
dairy products use, then, and then only, 
we believe, will we find normal condi 
tions of national application returning 
to the industry. 


Somewhere in this great industry 
there is a man big enough for this big 
job, a man whom the industry will 
support in a nationwide program that 
is financed from the basic source, a 
plan that gets the checkoff results into 
the ears and before the eyes of the con 
sumer quickly 


Why wait unul checkotts are made 
obligatory? That would be later than 
would be healthy for the industry 
Why not make them voluntarily and 
now? Why not take this ‘Dairy 
Month” and make the beginning of 
the industry dedicating itself to move- 
ment toward the objective? Let's make 
the checkoff the pay-off

Calves UNE when VEGETABLE 
OL o FAT Qepleces BUTTEREAT 


in whole milk 


A Brief Summary of Work Done at the Minnesota 
Agricultural Experiment Station Concerning the 
Effects of Various Fats in the Nutrition of Calves. 


By T. W. GULLICKSON 


Tue following is a brief summary of 
experimental work conducted by the 
author and co-workers at the Minne 
sota Agricultural Experiment Station 
during the past 15 years relating to the 
nutritive value of various vegetable fats 
as compared with milk fat for young 
dairy calves. 


The initial experiment was under- 
taken for the purpose of finding out if 
some cheap vegetable oil or fat could 
satisfactorily replace the butterfat in 
whole milk for the production of 
choice veal. In the first trials, a high 
grade soybean oil was used. It was 
added at the rate of 3.5 pounds per 
96.5 pounds of skimmuilk and the mix 
ture homogenized to form a filled milk 
containing 3.5 per cent fat. This pro- 
duct, supplemented with vitamins A 
and D, was then fed in the usual quan 
tities to healthy calves starting when 
they were about two weeks old. All of 
these calves died within a few weeks 
after being placed on such a diet 

These results raised a question in 
regard to the possible nutritive value 
of other vegetable fats for calves and 
indicated the need for further study 
Since that time the following vegetable 


oils and animal fats have been tested in 
the same manner in feeding trials with 
groups of calves: corn oil (mazola and 
amaizo), cottonseed oil (Wesson oil), 
coconut oil, peanut oil, lard, beef 
tallow and butterfat. Also a no-fat diet 
was fed to one group of calves 


In these trials only calves that were 
healthy and thrifty were used. They 
usually were fed whole milk (colo 
strum first day or two after birth) two 
weeks after which they were shifted 
gradually to the desired fat-filled milk 
The rations in all cases were supple 
mented with adequate amounts of 
viramins A and D and essential min 
erals. Hay and concentrates usually 
were not fed untl calves were several 
weeks old and in some cases not at all 
Invariably under this plan of feeding 
all calves fed the vegetable fat-filled 
milk ration died within a Comparative 
ly few weeks after being placed on 
such diets. Calves fed vegetable fat 
filled milk generally made fair gains in 
weight for several weeks to a month or 
more after being started on the diet 
This was followed by a period of no 
gain and this in turn by a rapid loss in 
weight terminating in death. Aftected 


animals during the later stages appear 
ed thin and emaciated with rough and 
unkempt hair and some of them also 
showed a characteristic acrodynia, or 
loss of hair, the area about the face, 
ears and neck being first affected. Some 
calves in the advanced stage of the 
snydrome have been restored to normal 
simply by shifting them to a normal 
whole milk diet 

It ts significant that the groups of 
calves fed the lard and tallow-filled 
milk had a better appearance and made 
more satisfactory gains in weight for a 
longer period of ume than those fed 
the vegetable fat-filled milk. Eventual 
ly, however, some of them showed 
some of the same syraptoms exhibited 
by the latter. Calves fed the ‘skim 
milk” of no-fat ration on the other 
hand remained normal in appearance 
throughout the 90 days or more they 
were on experiment. They did not, 
however, have the characteristic sleek 
well-fed appearance of calves fed whole 
milk 

During the progress of the expert 
ment, the effect of adding various 
supplements to the vegetable fat-filled

how one incompatible bloodline (in 
this case Dolly Dimple) can frustrate a 
breeder's efforts.

It was about this ume that our lov 
able friend and former employer, C. L

and visited a number of eastern Guern- 
sey herds on the way. Afterward, he 
reported the trip in Hoard’s Dairyman, 
from which the following comment ts 
lifted: 


“Our next stop was at the farm of 
Miss Isabel S. Wilhelm, Harrisburg, 
Pa. This herd is called the ‘Paxtang’ 
herd and contains many excellent in- 
dividuals, and has been the birthplace

of many other good ones including 
Procris of Paxtang. All will remember 
her as one of the best cows in the Pan 
American herd, and now the property 
of S. M. Shoemaker, Baltimore. (Her 
descendant, Ma Chere Procris, was 
grand champion at the National Dairy 
Show in 1921). Perhaps the best cow 
in the herd 1s Golden Lassie of Pax- 
tang and she certainly is a beauty and 
a large milker. 

“We left Harrisburg in the afternoon 
and riding through the most beautiful 
country (Lancaster and Chester Coun 
ties, Pa.) white with dogwood bloom, 
we reached Landenberg, Pa., and the 
home of M. M. Hollingsworth. This 
was my third visit to this herd, and 
marked improvement shows each time 
(Mr. Hollingsworth, as secretary of 
the old Eastern Guernsey Breeders As- 
sociation for some 30 years, made a 
notable contribution to the advance- 
ment of the Guernsey breed. His herd 
was dispersed at a very high average 
one bright June day some years later.) 

“Mr. Hollingsworth kindly drove us 
over to Mark Hughes’ farm, one of the 
roints Of historic interest to Guernsey 
Saséilees as being one of the great 
a farms of the early ‘80's.

“Our next visit was to the Florham 
Farms of H. McK. Twombly of Madi- 
son, N. J. The Guernsey has no better 
friend than J. L. Hope, the farm Super- 
intendent at ‘Florham.’ It must be 
conceded by everyone that no other 
place can equal this in its opportunity 
to feast one’s eyes on good Guernseys. 
To mention half the good ones would 
require a page of Hoard’s Dairyman. 
The present service bulls are Rutila’s 
Sheet Anchor, Island Champion and 
May King (May Rose King). The 
two latter are imported bulls and May 
King cost more money than any other 
Guernsey bull ever imported or sold 
All three of the bulls have wonderful 
good cows for mothers and only good 
results can follow their use. It would 
be impossible to say which was the 
best cow in the herd, but most people 


would like imported Charmante of the 
Gron 14442 as well as any. She ts a 
marvel in her milk machinery and ts 
besides a great beauty. Has made 408 
pounds fat in 202 days and bids fair to 
lead all cows in the Advanced Regis- 
try. Pretoria 14443, five years old, 1s 
doing almost as well, while Itchen 
Daisy 3d, a two-year-old, ought to give 
Dolly Bloom a good race for the two- 
year-old record. 

“It will almost discourage and be- 
wilder a breeder to see this fine collec- 
tion of Guernseys. No herd, at least in 
recent years, has done so much to build 
up the interest in the breed as this one, 
and all breeders in the country wish 
them continued success.” 


Such was the standing of the Flor- 
ham herd in that day 


Most of us are familiar with the 
Grassland herd in Connecticut that was 
recently dispersed, and know the 
reputation the herd had in ability to 
produce milk. That this herd was 
founded by the late able president of 
the Cattle Club, Robert Scoville, and 
his brother, Herbert Scoville, is known, 
but that its roots stemmed from the 
Florham herd may not be well-known. 
We are conscious of Mr. Hope's re- 
peated statement that there were but 
three importations prior to his taking 
over Florham as lessee in 1909. Yet 
the Herd Book, Vol. 17, records a 


fourth importation of eight head, im- 


ported to New York, September 25, 
1906, on S. S. Georgic by J. L. Hope, 
Madison, New Jersey. In this ship- 
ment was Imp. Masher’s Sequel, by 
Imp. France’s Masher 2d (dam France 
III) out of Imp. Lena from the Isle, 
born August 19, 1900, and seven of his 
daughters. He had been bought from 
A. LePatourel, LaRamee, St. Peter's 
Port, and then was six years old. 


It is evident that Mr. Hope had 
spotted him as a sire of good ones, for 
in hts later Island purchases and the 
importations for others, many daugh- 
ters of this bull were included. He has 
a long list of sons and daughters in the 
Performance Register. 


The record shows that late in Octo- 
ber, 1906, Imp. Masher’s Sequel and 
five of his yearling daughters were sold 
to Robert and Herbert Scoville of 
Grassland Farm, in Connecticut, where 
he spent all of the rest of his life. The 
bull sold for $1,000 and the heifers at 
$350 each. That he made a substantial 
contribution to the foundation of the 
Scoville herd is recorded in the profit- 
able production of this herd over many, 
many years. 


The question has often been asked, 
“If the France blood was so good, why 
has it not persisted to this day?”” The 
answer is quite simple. The Frances 
tested close to a per cent of fat lower 
than the May Roses.

cow. Folks wanted a rich, yellow, 
nutty flavored milk on their tables. In 
general, the color ts carried in the fat 
Note the difference in color of Guern 
sey cream and skim milk. The desira 
bility of a cow was expressed in the 
pounds of fat, not milk, she could pro 
duce, a habit that persists among 
Guernsey breeders today to a greater 
extent than in any other breed. It 
may be that the May Roses had more 
stamina to withstand the fortirudes of 
life than the Frances. Anyway, the 
May Roses fell into the hands of 
breeders who put their virtues actively 
before the public and they caught the 
imagination of the breeders and won 
the day. Nevertheless, J. L. Hope, $ 
M. Shoemaker and some others were 
firm in their belief that the combining 
of the Frances and May Roses was a 
mighty good way to get a desirable 
cow. Mr. Hope, in later years, often 
expressed the wish to go to the Island 
and find 20 or 25 heifers carrying 
Fac-Simile France blood to mate with his May 
Rose bulls 


Imp. Masher's Sequel 


There was a nouceable change in the 
well-being of Mr. Twombly that win 
ter. He did not seem to be his usual 
self. He was seen wearing a coat when 
others did not. Mr. Hope thought he 
was taking unusual care of himself. Mr 
Twombly soon suggested that he 
would like to simplify the farm opera 
tions, which included the seduction of 
the herd to the milk needs of the place 
After some thought, Mr. Hope sug 
gested that he would like to lease the 
farm and dairy. Mr. Twombly would 
not consider it Hope,” he said “I do 
not want you to lose money.”

In due time she 
dropped a bull calf of what seems to 
have been of extraordinary character 
and individuality. The writer never 
saw the calf, but the barnmen at Burn- 
side for years set him up as a standard 
in relation to which all bull calves were 
judged. There was never one his equal 
in their eyes. He dropped dead at 
about one year old while the able veter 
inarians, Doctors Gilliland and E. C 
Deubler, stood by just after a hypoder- 
mic injection designed to develop im- 
munity Incidentally, 
that experiment of immunizing against 
tuberculosis eventually did develop a 
high degree of resistance to the dis- 
ease, not complete, but it also so upset 
the lymphatic system of the individuals 
treated that their durability was re- 
duced to a degree that made the prac- 
tice impracucal 


to tuberculosis.

When after some months the new 
order of operation at Florham was es- 
tablished, Mr. Hope felt he had noth- 
ing to do. He endured this inactiv- 
ity for a period of six or eight months, 
then renewed his suggestion to Mr. 
Twombly of a lease of the farm. This 
appeal resulted in Mr. Hope leasing 
the farm and dairy barn, and the green- 
houses and horse training stables. 
There is some doubt as to the exact 
date when he took over Florham Farm 
on his own account. In his late years 
his records have the date as August 1, 
1909, yet the first advertisement of 
cattle signed without the suffix Super- 
intendent, appears to have been in 
September, 1907, and ts over the a 
ture, Jos. L. Hope, Madison, N. J. 

was of interest to the writer that ‘ais 
advertisement offering for sale the 
bull, Jack Be Nimble 11688, included 
the information “Has been given the 
full treatment for smmunization against 
tuberculosis.”’ 


Mr. Hope must have sailed for Eng- 
land and the Island almost at once 
after leasing the farm, because dated 
the 25th of September, 1907, we find a 
statement of settlement for the follow- 
ing animals signed by David Michie: 
Golden Secret 1569, Itchen Lily V 
6560, Itchen Spot III 6927, Itchen 
Pearl IV 6922 and Itchen Sunflower 
6564. In December, 1907, Mr. Hope 
advertised these cattle for sale, stating, 
“I have recently imported for sale the 
best May Rose bull procurable, to- 
gether with four females of his get 
He paid £220 for the lot. 


Langwater bought the four heifers 
by Golden Secret. From Imp. Itchen 
Lily Sth came Imp. Langwater Lily, 
(imported in dam, by Golden Secret); 
she was the dam of Langwater Warrior 
and Langwater Levity. Imp. Itchen 
Lily Sth was also the dam of Langwater

Through Itchen Pearl 4th came Imp 
Langwater Pearl and the latter was dam 
of Langwater Pauline, first three-year- 
old cow at 1914 National Show.

The milk route from Florham was 
reestablished almost at once. Mr 
Hope had bought the farm equipment 
and when the writer first knew the herd 
in 1909 it was largely composed of 
grade Guernseys that had been pur- 
chased of necessity to supply the milk 
for the rapidly recovered milk trade of 
the old business. 


The activities of the years that fol- 
lowed were varied and many, and we 
are sure our purpose will best be 
served by touching only the high 
spots. The scrapbook has been de- 
posited with The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club, and undoubtedly will be 
available to those interested 

Two events in 1909 are worthy of 
mention. As Mr. Hope told it, he just 
happened to sit beside F. L. Ames at 
the luncheon of the Annual Meeting at 
the Imperial Hotel in New York. The 
back of the program was blank. Mr 
Ames turned it over and wrote out a 
pedigree, handed it to Mr. Hope with 
a remark to the effect that there was a 
bull that might interest him. Mr 
Hope at once realized that the calf was 
not yet born, but he most certainly was 
interested and asked the price $1,200. 
Could he have the refusal of him at 
three months old? He could, and then 
and there the matter was settled. The 
calf, by Dolly. Dimple’s May King of 
Langwater out of Imp. Itchen Daisy 4d 
was the bull, named later by Mr. Hope, 
Ne Plus Ultra 


Mr. Hope did not at the ume feel 
equal to so large an investment in a 
bull, and asked S. M. Shoemaker of 
Maryland to join him, which he readily 
did. The bull calf was born and in 
three months Mr. Hope was notified 
that ume to have a look at him was at 
hand. His first impression of the calf 
was that isn’t a May Rose bull, that’s 
a Dolly Dimple or a Dolly Bloom bull 
He had a definite defect nght then and 
a great deal of white. There just wasn’t 
enough there for him to turn the bull 
down. He accepted the refusal and was 


bound. The order was given to ship 
Before he took him off the train, evi 
dence of stomach trouble was appar- 


ent. They took some precautions 

suitable feeding, etc., but he just got 
so bad that Mr. Hope had to take per 
sonal care of him. That personal care 
continued until the bull was close to 
two years old and there developed be 
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tween man and beast a friendship that 
endured throughout the life of Ne 
Plus Ultra. Evidence of that friendship 
was strikingly apparent on one occas 
ion when during a sojourn of the bull 
at Burnside, Mr. Hope went to the Is 
land. It was almost a year since Mr 
Hope had seen him. On the day of his 
return from the Island, visitors were on 
hand and Mr. Hope, accompanying 
them through the barns, came to the 
box stall of Ne Plus Ultra. He spoke 
to the old bull, immediately his head 
came up with a murmur tn his throat 
Despite the protesting of his guests, 
without hesitation, Mr. Hope opened 
the door and went in beside him. There 
followed such licking of his coat and 
evidence of recognition and welcome 
as to please his master beyond meas 
ure 


In the year 1909, Bill Hepburn, Sr., 
went to Langwater, and the writer went 
to Burnside Farm. You will recall O 
A. Turner of Cambridge, Md., had 
bought the heart of the Florham herd 
at the 1907 dispersal. He wanted a 
bull. Mr. Hope, acting for Mr. Turner 
through Mr. Shoemaker, wrote to Mr. 
Ames. Mr. Hepburn offered King of 
the May for $1,000. The deal dragged 
Mr. Shoemaker could not get a dects- 
1on from Mr. Turner. In the mean- 
ume, Langwater had sold another bull 
and did not then want to sell King of 
the May. Anyway, King of the May 
stayed at Langwater to the glory of 
that institution and the advancement 
of the breed. 


By midsummer of 1909 Mr. Turner, 
instead of wanting to buy a bull, 
wanted to sell all the cows he had, his 
interests in copper having taken a 
downward turn. Mr. Shoemaker was 
interested in replacing the son of May 
Rose King out of La Beile Francesca 
that he had lost while immunizing 
against tuberculosis. Mr. Turner had 
bought Princess of Florham, a grand- 
daughter of France III, in calf to Imp 
May Rose King. Her son, King Fran- 
cis, was a year or so old. Mr. Hope, of 
course, was interested. Together they 
bought the herd, Burnside taking the 
King Francis bull and four cows, and 
Florham the rest. Mr. Hope did not 
want to keep them all and must have 
ottered them to Mr. Ames, because Bill 
Hepburn came. He did not buy any 
thing but went away. Mr. Hope te- 
marked “He was simply new —-ad- 
mutted since what a dunce he was.” 
The writer was in the same category, 
for he could have taken straight to 
Burnside from Cambridge, Md., the 
cream of Guernsey breeding in Ameti- 
ca. The four cows that went to Burn- 
side were Pride of Place and Pride's 
May Rose, both by Imp. May Rose 
King, and a daughter of Masher’s Se- 
quel, Gracieuse VIL. of the Ramee, and 


Ramee Rose Il. Mr. Ames came to 
Florham himself later, in a great hurry, 
and took two cows, Pride of Birth and 
The latter, the 
dam of King Francis, started on test at 


Princess of Florham 


Langwater, made 75 pounds of fat one 
month, but nothing further was ever 
heard of her 

Early in 1910, Mr. Twombly died 
Mr. Hope felt that he must have known 
the nature of the throat affliction from 
which he suftered, so early put his at 
fairs in order, for even his family was 
not conscious of the seriousness of his 
Not until after his death was it 
revealed that he alone had financed a 
notable New York philanthropy. For 
a period of 22 years, beginning in 1881, 
he enabled the Tribune Fresh Atr Fund 
to provide day excursions for mothers 
and small children. He gave free use 
of a fine grove on the Hudson two or 
three times a week, provided a barge 
and tug, string band, barrels of ginger 
cookies and cans of milk for all aboard 
429,071, 
most of whom would have had no re- 
lief from the stifling tenements had 1 
not been for his thought of them 

An outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease in England had stopped the 
importation of cattle from the Island 
No ocean-going steamers could ap- 
proach Guernsey, and the cattle had to

When we were through ex 
pressing a wish to do something, or go 
somewhere, he invariably wound up 
by saying, ‘Well, we'll have to sell a 
bull and get the money to do it,”’ and 
no end of umes he did just that. We 
sometimes thought he was a speculator 
in bulls, for he could not resist buying 
a bull if he thought he had merit

Wisconsin Annual Meeting

Tue annual meeting of the Wisconsin 


G. B. A. was held at Madison on Feb- 
ruary 5. Quite a few of the breeders 
started to gather the evening before 
and the morning of the meeting in 
order to renew acquaintances and have 
an opportunity to discuss mutual prob- 
lems. Attendance was reasonably good 
but not nearly representative of the 
vast membership of the Association. 

After Elmer Wilkins, president, 
called the meeting to order, an exten- 
sive summary of breed work was given 
by secretary Otto C. Kline. This was 
followed by a report on milk marketing 
activities by Charles L. Dalton. V. L 
Dickinsen, chairman of the finance 
committee, reported that at the present 
time there would be no increase in the 
rate of dues 

Don McDowell, Director of the 
State Department of Agriculture, gave 
an extensive report on the effectiveness 
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of the Brucellosis program. Mr. Eg- 
ger, from the laboratory producing M- 
vaccine in the state of Wisconsin, com- 
pared Strain 19 and M-phase vaccine 
He stated there is a better degree of 
protection with M-phase and recom- 
mended revaccinating once every two 
years. Gavin McKerrow stated that 
production of M-phase vaccine might 
be discontinued in the state if more 
breeders do not use it. Mr. McDowell 
endorsed this comment, explaining 
that less than 5,000 doses were used the 
last year. Considerable discussion en- 
sued, and the group unanimously 
favored a change in the present regula- 
tion which requires the triangular hole 
in the ear of adult vaccinates, and urged 
the elimination of this hole and dis- 
couraged the use of the metal tag. 

Delbert Kingston, Superintendent 
of Livestock at Curtiss Candy Company 
Farms, gave an enlightening and en- 
couraging talk.

ForsGate FARMS were host to New 
Jersey Guernsey breeders at their an- 
nual spring meeting on March 14 at 
the Forsgate Country Club, James- 
burg. Each year an interesting and in- 
structive program is presented which 
attracts a large number of members and 
guests. This year was no exception, 
with a full house enjoying a delicious

President Roy Patrick presided and 
introduced out-of-state guests. George 
M. Newlin, chairman of the Breed 
Promotion Committee, introduced 
William M. Nulton, Jr., secretary of 
the New Jersey G. B. A., who in turn 
introduced two of the main guests, 
Paul Cup, vice-president of The Ameri 
can Stores Company, in charge of pur- 
chasing and advertising, and Dr 
Richard Werner, General Manager of 
the Milk Foundation of America. Dr 
Werner emphasized the important part 
milk must play in nutrition. He stated 
it is the main source of calcium and 
riboflavin, which is lacking in 62 per 
cent of the diets of the 32 per cent 
undernourished people of the country 
For one-fifth of the cost of the food 
basket, milk supplies two-fifths of the 
food value. ‘The dairy industry has to 
get out and sell its products,” he stated, 
using such facts as eight hours of work 
today will buy 40 to 60 quarts of milk 
in contrast to 20 to 24 quarts 40 years 
ago. 

Mr. Cupp spoke briefly on the suk- 
ject of GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk sales 
in the American Stores, how it began 
two years ago when he met with Wil- 
liam M. Nulton, Jr., and how the sales 
have increased over the period as 
shown by the sales graphs on display 
at the meeting. He also stated that 
there is always room in the stores for 
a product which can show such an 
increase in popularity through sales 
statistics 


Karl B. Musser, secretary-treasurer 
of The American Guernsey Cattle Club, 
was the featured speaker.

Maryland District Meetings

Fo ttowinc the practice of past years, 
Maryland District meetings were held 
during the week of February 23. In 
terest and attendance that has been 
built up over the past five years was 
well maintained. Two or three of the

COWS MAY BE TESTED EITHER IN THE ADVANCED REGISTRY DIVISION OR IN THE HERD 
IMPROVEMENT REGISTRY DIVISION TO DETERMINE THE PRODUCTION OF MILK AND BUTTERFAT. 


In Advanced Registry testing, every milking is weighed 
and a test for butterfat is made monthly. The per cent of 
butterfat in the milk is found by applying the Babcock 
method to an accurate sample of each milking of a cow for a 
period of 24 hours. A preliminary milking is required. 

In Herd Improvement Registry testing, the production 
of milk and butterfat is based on the results of a monthly 
24 hour test, without preliminary milking. Report of milk 
weights from the owner is not required. All registered cows 
in the herd must be tested year after year. 

The tabu'ated information given below is intended to aid 
breeders who contemplate testing their cows for entry in 


either the Advanced Registry Division or in the Guernsey 
Herd Improvement Registry Division. The following in- 
formation is given briefly for each State: Cost of supervision 
for Advanced Registry and Herd Improvement Registry 
tests, equipment which the owner must furnish, and the 
names and addresses of the officials in charge of testing in 
the various states. 


Undoubtedly, many breeders will want more details than 
are here given and, in such case, it is suggested that the 
breeder write directly to the superintendent of testing in 
his particular state.

Tue Scudder Ranch Guernsey herd, 
owned by Miss Lucy R. Scudder, 
Yakima, Wash., was dispersed on 
April 1. The 70 head of purebreds, in- 
cluding six very small calves, brought 
a total of $19,760, an average of 
$282.29. 


Miss Scudder has been breeding 
Guernseys for many years and is one 
of the pioneers in the Yakima Valley, 
having come to the area with her par- 
ents from near Boston to settle on the 
farm in 1888. It is doubtful if this is 
not a record for term of years to live 
on one farm in the State of Washing- 
ton. She has always been active in 
breed activities, official testing, classi- 
fying, showing, and consigning to all 
sales.

milk diet has been studied. Among 
the more important supplements so 
tested besides those already mentioned 
are the following: vitamin By», strep- 
tomycin, paper pulp, alfalfa hay, grain, 
alfalfa hay and grain, lecithin, B-com- 
plex vitamins (high level), liver ex- 
tract, aureomycin, tocopherol, sodium 
acetate and choline. It is noteworthy 
that none of these supplements either 
alone or in different combinations 
have been wholly effective in prevent- 
ing the onset of the snydrome and the 
ultimate death of calves fed vegetable 
fat-filled milk. Feeding of B-complex, 
vitamins at a high level appeared to 
lengthen their life span in some cases, 
and this was also true when mixed 
tocopherols were provided. Also it 
was found that so long as calves per- 
sisted in consuming large amounts of 
hay they remained normal, however 
this condition seldom persisted beyond 
the age of 90 days. The beneficial ef- 
fects from replacing various propor- 
tions of the vegetable oil with butter- 
fat has also been demonstrated. In 
general, the physical well-being of the 
calf under such conditions has varied 
directly according to the proportion 
of butterfat present in its ration. 

Much study of the problem has been 
centered throughout on the effect of 
the dietary fat on the microflora of the 
digestive tract and the general bio- 
chemical and physiological processes 
of calves. The microbiological aspects 
of the study have been greatly hamper- 
ed by the inability of young calves to 
survive cecal fistulation which ts a 
necessary procedure in order to obtain 
satisfactory samples for study. There- 
fore, little definite information relating 
to this phase of the study has been 
obtained. 


Studies relating to the biochemical 
and physiological processes of the 
calves used in the study has included 
determination of the creatine and 
creatinine in the urine and the carotene 
and vitamins A and E content of the 
blood plasma. Calves fed vegetable 
oil diet (corn oil) have shown a rapid 
depletion of their vitamin A and toco- 
pherol values as contrasted with the 
controls. Information relating to cell 
counts hematocrits and hemoglobin 
volume has also been obtained. 

Results in brief have shown that in 
many cases hemoglobin levels in calves 
on a vegetable oil diet (corn oil) are in 
the anemic range. There also appears 
to be a tendency for the white blood 
cells to progressively decrease in such 
calves. Also gross post mortem ex- 
amination of such animals has revealed 
white patchy areas in skeletal muscles, 
fatty livers, and enlarged flabby hearts, 
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and histological studies have disclosed 
lesions in striated muscles as well as 
cardiac lesions. In addition to this, 
electrocardiograms on affected calves 
have revealed what appears to be heart 
bloc and arrhythmia in several cases. 
To date sufficient data have not been 
accumulated to definitely ascertain 
whether or not any form or means of 
tocopherol (vitamin E) supplementa- 
tion will prevent the development of 
these conditions. Other factors un- 
doubtedly are also involved in produc- 
ing the characteristic syndrome.

Mr. Hanson ts one of the most in 
teresting men in the Guernsey bust 
ness. He has been the chief architect 
in building the Barnum Community 
into one of the leading Guernsey 
breeding centers in America. In spite 
of his 80 years, he sull rises at 5:00 a 
m., feeds all of his hundred head of 
cattle, and helps with the milking 
After a hearty breakfast at 7:00 a. m 
he is the first to arrive at his bank. He 
hurnes home at lunch time and feeds 
and does his calf chores during the 
noon hour and is back at the bank for 
a busy afternoon. He returns to the 
farm for the evening chores, which are 
usually finished at about 7:00 p.m 

Mr. Hanson Barnum in 
1903 when the town was litthe more 
than a sawmill camp.

There just aren't any blanket rules

To the many owners of Guernsey cattle who do not own their herd sire, we suggest that they are 
passing up opportunities for additional profit. 


However, simply owning a Guernsey bull has little significance. Rather, it is the fact that 
through the process of becoming an owner there is created the desire to better plan your breeding 
program, which automatically helps you become a better breeder and places your operation in a 
much better position to reap greater profits from your herd. Developing a herd sire through testing 
and classification can importantly put you in the money two ways by selling him outright at a 
handsome profit, and through the continuing influence of his blood in your herd.

If you don’t feel you can go it alone and get the calf you want most 
remember that today with artificial insemination there is every advantage and encouragement for a 
group of breeders to own a top sire jointly. For example, Coldspring’s Beauty Noble King, that sold 
for $29,000 to three neighbors, Dangra, Dunwalke and Mulhocaway and Coldspring’s B. R. 
Forcaster, sold for $15,000, that has greatly pleased Ben Friedrichs and his co-purchasers.

Little did G. B. Walker realize that when he purchased ‘Piper’ 
back in 1940, from his breeder, Sumner Pingree, Flying Horse Farm, South Hamilton, Mass., he was to be such a great 
sire. ‘Piper’ was born May 22, 1939 

‘Piper’ is the sire of 245 registered progeny, 133 females and 112 males. He has 54 A. R. daughters and 15 other 
daughters on test at the present time at Walker Farms. Fifty-six of his daughters have been classified resulting in four 
Excellent, 15 Very Good, 28 Desirable, and nine Acceptable. He was also the sire of the breed’s only Excellent twins,
